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OUR TRADE BALANCE 


According to figures furnished by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, the United States’ favorable trade 
balance of $666,000,000 has been reduced to $323,- 
000,000:by. an adverse balance in invisible trade. 
During the’ past two or three months the balance of 
trade ‘has been against the United States, although it 
is believed that the fiscal year will close June 30 with 
a balance in Uncle Sam’s favor. 


The figures pretty well refute the contention of 
free trade orators to the effect that unless the pro- 
tective ‘tariff law is repealed our balance of trade will 
grow so big that finally Europe, having no money 
will have to quit buying from us and ouf foreign trade 
will collapse. The tariff law has not been changed 
and our trade balance is much smaller than it was a 
year ago. 

In fact, so many conditions enter international trade 
that the tanff plays a comparaiively rinor part in the 
trade ‘bal-re situation. Among the things . which 
.. must be taken into consideration are the -vast sums 
FY. qpent-in Europe by the American tourists, the money 
sent to relatives in Europe by immirgants in the United 
States, the money paid by America shippers to for- 
eign ship owners.in the way of carriage costs, and so 
on. 

The free traders will have to figure up a dif- 
ferent excuse for seeking to repeal the protective tariff 
than the one-that it will impoverish Europe so that she 
cam no longer buy our goods. Present day conditions 
completely refute that theory. There has been a 
tendency to exagegate the commercial plight of some 
of the European nations. It is well to face the facts 
in order that we may not wake up some morning to 
learn that Europe has stolen several marches on us 
while -we were asleep and dreaming about Europe's 

troubles.

Mother Admits the 
Slaying of Father 
Of Twelve Children 


(By Universal Service) 

CHICAGO, May 13.—A.gray-=hair- 
ed mother tonight. calmly admitt- 
ed, according»¢othe authorities, 
that she had administered a fatal 
dosg of poison to the father of 
her twelve children. She expects 
to become a mother for the thir- 
teenth time in August. 

The woman is Mrs. Frances 
Kowalkowski, a Polish immigrant. 
“Yes, I killed him, and I’m 
glad [ did,” she told Captain 
Joseph Palczynski, of the Chicago 
avenue police station. 

“He had heard that everybody 
in America was® rich, so he 
! brought us here from Poland, 
expecting to get rich. He stayed 
as poor as ever, and that made 
him mean and cruel. [I couldn’t 
stand his curses any longer.” 
‘The woman‘s husband died May 
4. At first no suspicion was at- 
tached to the widow. Then a 
brother of the dead man asked 
for an investigation. After arsenic 
was found in the viscera and a 
druggist told of selling sixty grains 
of the poison to Mrs. Kowalkow= 
ski, her arrest followed.
